New Delhi, the 4th February 1959 

G.S.R. 167 .—In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (c) of sub-section 
(2) of section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1953 (10 of 1955), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following Order, namely: — 

1. Short Title, extent and Commencement.—(1) This Order may be called the 
Rice and Paddy (Mysore) Price Control Order, 1959, 

(2) It extends to the whole of the State of Mysore excludiri^ the areas within 
the jurisdiction of the Bangalore City Corporation and the Kolar Gold Fields 
Sanitary Board. 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2, Maximum prices at which rice and Paddy may be sold.—(1) The maximum 
prices at which the varieties of rice and paddy specified in column (1) of the 
Schedule to this Order may be sold in any one transaction of more than ten 
maunds in the State of Mysore, shall be as specified in the corresponding entries 
in column (2) of the said Schedule.

2. For rice or paddy below the fair aYcrage quality, the maximum prices shall 
be determined by reducing the pricea specified above by the amounts of cuts, 
indicated in the appendix to this Schedule applicable to rice or paddy, as the case 
may be.
